and strike out the woman suffrage 
clause, providing that/ttta equal suf- 
frage cause shall prevail 
at 
the 


polls in September. 
There will be 
no lack of help from men in voting 
equal suffrage out of tfre constitu- 
tion, if the women themselves shall 
be found ready to vote that way.

OPPOSITION 


Do not take at their face value 


the words of men who say that they 
are against woman suffrage because 
they do not believe that women— 
most women—want to vote. That 
position is held honestly by some 
good citizens, but in many cases the 
argument that the majority of wom- 
en do not want the suffrage Is used 
to excuse an opposition based upon 
quite different grounds. 


The average man who says that 


he is against woman suffrage be- 
cause women do not want it is real- 
ly hostile for other 
reasons. 
He 


may fear the effect of equal suffrage 
upon some interest or condition of 
government which is important to 
him, or he may te jealous of his 
masculine monopoly at the palls. It 
may be that he is actuated chiefly 
by nothing more definite or reason- 
able than his instinctive opposition 
to change. 
There are various mo- 


tives behind the professed desire to 
do, in respect to the suffrage issue, 
what the majority of the women of 
Ohio want to have done. 


If the women of this state are op- 


posed to the right of suffrage for 
their own sex why not give them a 
chance to take part In settling that 
question? If they do not want the 
privilege of voting they can 
soon 


amend the constitution 
backwards 


and strike out the woman suffrage 
clause, providing that/ttta equal suf- 
frage cause shall prevail 
at 
the 


polls in September. 
There will be 
no lack of help from men in voting 
equal suffrage out of tfre constitu- 
tion, if the women themselves shall 
be found ready to vote that way. 


There is no reason to fear that 


the voters of Ohio will force the 
right of suffrage upon an unwilling 
half of the population 
That is not 


the way that government widens and 
reform's are advanced.
